HOW CARAGANA 
HEDGES SHOULI) 
BE LOOKED ARIE 
(Experimental Farm Notes) 

Adaptation and use of common cata- 
guna (arborescens) for hedges and re- 
luted purposes in the Prairie Pru 
yinccs of Canada are forcefully de- 
monstreted by the fact that over fifty 
tons of seed were collected and sold 
in $954 inquires concerning the 
suse of this hedge prompts'a zun- 
mary of the mest important facts, 

While caragana can be started in 
a permanent ivcation from seed and 
Wnrca to the required distance, it is 
preferable to slart with young trees. 

A summer-fallow strip, wide en oiyzh 
fu seme form of cultivation in ;-re- 
ferable, Scedlings snould be set 

ut a foot apart and planted in 
evly spring. <A single row ja cre 
teres It is ucvisable to set them 
wv ‘utthe deeper whon transplanting fu 
order to encourage a bushy growth, 
one-year old trees can be cut back to 
within an inch or two of the surface, 
cut back to almost a foot in length 
the second season, and trimming to 
the desired shape can start the third 
year. 

After a caragana hedge has beer 
established, trimming is necessary 
every year. At the Dominion Ex- 
perimental Station, Scott, caragana 
hedges are trimmed during the las 
week of June. After that date 
there is sufficient growth to cover! 
up the wounds, ‘Their appearanc: | 
can be better maintaine:] by trimming 
off irregular second growths a few 
weeks latter, 

Just what permanent shape should 
be maintained is a matter of taste. 
A rectangular shaped hedge lacks the 
gracefulness of one which incorpor- 
nates gentle curves. It is preferable 
from a standpoint of balanced ap- 
pearance to have the width main- 
‘ained, cr slightly increased at the 
base, A rounded surface at the top 
offers a-pleasing appearance. Future 
width should be borne-in mind, so 
t’at it is often necessary to trim 
beck almost to the old wood every 
year. Ba Wd

The increase in circulation 
osts the paper a loss of some $250,000 
a year, The small city dailies have

lar scale, with smaller advertising 
yevenue resources, while the weeklirs 
ave just as hard hit comparing the 
extent of their business,

The white 
fish stocking in Lake Newell is an 
experiment and it is not known what 
the result will be. It will take 
about four years for the whitefish to 
develop to the usable stage but the 
success of the experiment can be de- 
termined in probably half of this per- 
iod. It is known that whitefish have 
entered some of the southern lakes 
and managed to hold their own with 
the pike. Two varieties are involv- 
ed, the Labrador whitefish from Les- 
ser Slave Lake and the common white- 
tish from Whitefish lake. 

It is understood that these fish can- 
not be caught with lines but are 
caught by nets, If they survive, a 
good industry should develope as these 
fish are a good table variety.—Brooks

“The tax upon insurance premiums 
passed at the last session was not put 
into effect by proclamation as provid- 
ed by the statute, owing to difficulties

“It is now proposed, under the 
Special War Revenue Act, to impose 
a tax of 1 per cent. of net premiums | 
of insurance companies authorized to 
transact business in Canada or in 
any province of Canada, other than 
life, marine and farm mutual. This 
tax was in force from 1915 to 1929. 
British and foreign companies, not so 
authorized, but maintaining deposits 
with the Dominion, will also be as- 
sessed 1 per cent. of net premiums 
received in Canada.

London, England.—Hailing a new 
era, Andrew W. Mellon, United States 
ambassador to Great Britain, told the 
Pilgrims Society there was nothing in 
world conditions so unprecedented as 
to justify a lack of faith “in our ca- 
pacity to deal with them.” 

This was the first public address 
as ambassador of the man who made 
millions in business and then admin- 
istered the United States treasury. 
under three presidents. ; 

He spoke before a distinguished au- ; 
dience of 400 or more, including the « 
Prince of Wales, Sir John Simon, for- 
eign secretary, and Lord Derby, who 
presided. 

The king sent a message to the 
Pilgrims, at the same time welcom- 
ing Mr. Mellon. 

The Prince of Wales, speaking at 
the end of the banquet, saw proof 
of the friendship of the United States 
in sending as ambassador “one of the 
greatest financiers of their country at 
this time of world wide economic 
stress.” The Prince said he would not 
be able to visit America this year. 

The ambassador reaffirmed his faith 
in “capitalism or whatever name may 
be applied to the system which has 


| been evolved in adapting individual 


initiative to the machine age.” In 
discussing the way out of the pres- 
ent economic difficulties, he declared: 
"I do not believe in any quick or spec- 
tacular remedies for fhe ills from 
which the world is suffering.” 

Mr. Mellon recalled that during his 
lifetime he had passed through many 
crises which invariably followed wars. 
Economic depressions, he said, ‘are 
the price we pay for war and they 
must be reckoned as a seemingly un- 
avoidable stage in the sequence of 
events.” 

The economic life of nations seems 
to go in cycles, he said, spurting for- 
ward in industrial expansion, then in- 
flation and extravagance “which 
brings its own retribution.”

Naval Reserves Called Out 
Preserve Order 


Auckland, New Zealand.—Royal na- 
val reserves were called out and two 
squadrons of mounted volunteers were 
brought into the city as a precaution- 
ay measure following flerce unem- 
ployed rioting which lasted two hours. 

Early morning light showed Queen -~ 
Street, main business thoroughfare 
where hundreds of jobless fought 
police, smashed and looted shops, as 
though it had been sujected to shell- 
fire. 

It was estimated $85,000 would be 
required to replace ‘shattered plate 
glass windows while total damage to 
property was placed at $500,000. 

One hundred civilians and 23 police 
were injured before the combined ef- 
forts of marines from H.M.S8. Philo- 
mel, police, the fire department and 
private citizens succeeded in quelling 
the riots and restoring order.

Estomated $250,776,000 Brought In 
By Tourists Last Year 

Ottawa, Ont.—Total expenditures 
of tourists in Canada during 1931 are 
estimated by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics at $250,776,000. This is a 
decrease of $29,000,000 from the esti- 
mated expenditures of the previous 
|year. Entering Canada via ocean 
ports, tourists spent $12,018,000; from 
the United States by motor car, $188,- 
129,000; and from that country by 
rail, $50,629,000.
